It is stated that Dixon had 
stirred u p their enmity and it was su p­ 
posed by many here this morning that 
this ill feeling might give an explana­ 
tion for the mu rder, if su ch it is fou nd 
to be.

CH ILD REN ’S LIES. 


I.!» « * S in ft 1 1 P e o p l e h G « r « e O b j e c t i v e 
W o r l d t o X bMo rlr T h r i u . 
A g eneral conclusion from a study of 
children’s lies contributed by G. Stanley 
Hull to Appleton’s Mag azine, is th a t 
children should have an active life and 
see events of a 
stirring 
character. 
’‘They need,” Prof. Hall say s, “an objec­ 
tive world varied, larg e and active 
enoug h to g reatly absorb them, ami 
then they will not need to improvise 
and create. 
The dull uniform monot­ 
ony of school life and lessons leaves not 
only an aching void, but a mass of sur­ 
plus energ y and craving in the child, 
so ‘hat it must often either resig n itself 
to mental poverty or else ex patiate far 
and wide and with considerable aban­ 
don into the world of sham in order 
to create the outside interests it does 
not find presented to it.” 
Prof. Hall thinks that parents and 
teachers are often directly responsible 
for untruth. 
To press children for con­ 
fessions of their own misdeeds or those 
of their play mates, he say s, Is to “pre­ 
sent one of the strong est temptations 
to evasion and deceit, if not to direct 
falsehood.” 
Even in the family eh 11 
dren often have a kind of free mason 
ry which makes it had form to tell to 
parents the misdeeds of one another. 
"The same 
principle 
applies,” the 
writer continues, “ag ainst too g reat in­ 
trusion into the private life of children. 
All who have studied them realize that 
there are masses of crude superstitions 
which they very early learn to repress; 
th a t ft little later there are minor mis­ 
deeds and sometimes immoral 
habits 
that persistently seek refug e 
in the 
darkness of concealment. 
Every child 
needs to have a domain of life and ex ­ 
perience all its own, sacred from in­ 
trusion; and the temptation of fond 
parents to maintain complete confidence 
with their g rowing boy s and g irls is met 
by a natural instinct of resistance on 
the part of the child, which Is often 
manifested by reservations, prevarica­ 
tions and perhaps by 
positive 
lies. 
Hence, a wise policy of letting alone 
and of seeming to ig nore and of respect­ 
ing the child’s own personality as invio­ 
lable removes another of the tem pta­ 
tions to lie.” 
Prof. Hall g ives some strang e eases 
of what he calls patholog ical lies. One 
little g irl invented a baby sister for the 
benefit of her teacher and schoolmates, 
and after conducting her throug h sev­ 
eral months of vicissitude wound up 
her career witn a death and funeral. 
Another child appeared at school in 
tilack and said that her mother had

The modern detective story so fre­ 
quently depends for Its plot either upon 
a cry ptogram or invisible writing that 
a general interest attaches to a recent 
discovery made by Prof. dross of Ger­ 
many . 
This Is nothing more or less 
than a method of invisible writing used 
by convicts for the purpose of secretly 
communicating with their friends who 
are still at liberty . 
According to the 
description of the German professor it 
is one of the simplest an d most effec­ 
tive methods ever invented. 
Take a sheet iff common writing pa 
per, moisten it well with clear water, 
and then place it on a hard, smooth sur­ 
face, such as glass or stone. After care­ 
fully removing all air bubbles from the 
sheet place upon it an other dry sheet 
of equal size and write upon It y our 
communication with a 
sharp 
pointed 
pencil. 
Then destroy tin* dry paper 
upon which the writing has been done, 
and allow the wet paper to dry gradu­ 
ally by exposure to the air. 
When the wet paper is thoroughly 
dry , not a trace of the writing will bo 
visible. 
But on moistening the sheet 
again with clear water and holding it 
against the light, the writin g can be 
read in a clear transparency . 
In other 
words, it can he read precisely like the 
“water m ark” used by paper manufac­ 
turers. 
The writing disaptsmrs again 
after dry ing in the air, but it may be 
reproduced by moistening for an indefi­ 
nite number of times. Should the sheets 
become too much heated, however, the 
writing will disappear, never to reap­ 
pear again.

“Tile mummy protein, although it re­ 
tains the general characters of albu­ 
minous material, has lost those spe­ 
cific properties which

distinguish that of human origin from 
that which is found in other parts of 
the animal kingdom. 
In other words, 
it no longer gives what is termed the 
‘biological 
reaction.’ 
This 
is disap­ 
pointing, although it was doubtless e.v- 
pected. 
Mr. Schmidt also found that 
he could no longer detect hemoglobin, 
and the substance regarded as blood 
by previous observers 
was doubtless 
composed of colored gum and rosin em­ 
ployed in embalming. 
In reference to 
the process of embalming 
itself, 
he 
he was unable to find any soda; the 
so-called natrium bath really consisted 
of a solution of common salt. 
“ I'lic old Egyptians simply pickled 
their corpses In brine, and the various 
balsams used were 
mere 
accessories 
which could 
have exerted no real in­ 
fluence on tie* process of nniUMuitica- 
tion.

which has acttHl as a preservative of 
th** organic material which can still 
Im* identified.

rile Kentucky Court of Appeals in 
Adams vs. Bosworth, 102 Southwestern 
Reporter, sol, announces a doctrine in­ 
dicated in Ragland vs. Anderson, loo 
Southwestern Reporter, 805, that the 
declaring of an act apportioning th** 
Stat** into legislative and senatorial dis­ 
tricts as invalid because creating un* 
equal districts does not require that an 
earlier apportionment act must also be 
declared unconstitutional, 
because 
it 
also created unequal districts, though 
in a lesser degree, 
As the apportion­ 
ment mad** by the ca flier law had been 
accepted without question by tile people 
of the Stat** for a long jHWiod (13 years 
in tins case), the court was of the opin­ 
ion that, if for no other reason, the 
long acquiescence of tho public iii such 
act would be a sufficient reason for now 
refusing to declare It unconstitutional. 
In Adams Express Company vs. Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, 27 Supreme 
Court RejMTtor, bod, 206 IT. S. 121), 51 
Ii. Ed. 087, the United States Supreme 
Court takes Hie position that an agree­ 
ment by a local agent of an express 
company to hold for a few* days a C. O.

Sullivan, Iud., July 23.— An order has 
been issued by Theodore E. Slinkard 
of Bloomfield, sittin g as special judge 
in the circuit court here, for E lijah 
Russell, auditor 
of 
Sullivan county, 
to turn over the office and records to 
Ben C. Crowder, auditor-elect. 
An ap­ 
peal from the order has been taken 
to th*1 supreme court of Indiana, and 
meanwhile Russell keeps possession of 
the office, with Crow der working as his 
deputy. 
The decision conies 
after several 
weeks of hearing by the court. 
It has 
to do, primarily, with the question of 
constitutionality of that provision of 
the election law of 1901 that points out 
when county officers sh a11 take their 
offices. 
The decision holds that that 
part of the law is unconstitutional and 
the supreme court is to be asked to 
pass on that point. 
Russell was elected to office in No­ 
vember, 1902, and took office on March 
28, 1904. 
His commission does not 
expire, however, under the new’ elec­ 
tion law, until Jan. I, 1909. 
Crowder 
was elected in November. 1906, and 
should have taken possession of the 
office in the regular line of succession 
March 28 of this year.

Disappearance 
at 
Muncie 
Calls 
for 


Looking Into Accounts. 


Muncie. Ind., .July 23.—The family 
and friends of Walter Hayworth, a 
prominent labor leader of this city, are 
concerned over his absence of about 
six weeks. 
Hayworth is alleged to be 
short in his accounts with the Muncie 
Trades Council, of which he was finan­ 
cial secretary, and he is also said to be 
indebted to the grand castle of the 
Knights of the Golden Eagle, In which 
lodg** he held the position of grand 
master of records. 
He was also secre­ 
tary of the local union of Wood, Wire 
and Metal 
Workers, but so far as 
known his accounts with that union 
are straight. 
The Trades Council and 
the Knights of the Golden Eagle admit 
Hayworth's shortage, but 
refuse 
to 
state the amount. 
Auditors are now 
examining the books of the Trades 
Council, and until they complete the 
investigation, 
no 
statement will 
be 
made. 
The officials of the Knights of 
the Golden Eagle say the matter has 
been turned over to the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty company, which 
is on Hayworth’s bond, and any state­ 
ment must come from the bonding 
company. 
The accounts of the Trades Council 
are so badly muddled that it is doubt­ 
ful lf the exact sum said to be missing 
will ever !><• known. 
It develops that 
somn time before Hayworth's depart­ 
ure he was deprived of his office with 
the Knights, and Samuel A. McDonald 
of Muncie was appointed to the va­ 
cancy. 
The various unions affiliated 
with the Trades Council made their ' 
financial statements through Hayworth 
and It is this money that is missing, j 
Receipts held by the union may partly 
determine the amount, 
Hayworth, as 
grand 
master 
of 
records 
with 
the 
Knights, received 
the Insurance 
as­ 
sessments, said to be large, hence tho 
amount 
in 
this 
way 
may 
become 
known. 
He left 
the city about the 
time the Knights began making in­ 
quiry as to the 
condition of their 
finance. 
Hayworth has a wife and children 
in this city. 
The family was not in­ 
formed of his purpose to leave the city 
and know nothing about his affairs, 
nor his present address. 
No criminal 
prosecution has been instituted. 
Hay­ 
worth has been prominently identified 
with labor interests for many years, 
and liis integrity has never before been 
questioned. He has no bad habits.
